At first, T rum an refused to recant. He was 
m ad as blazes about new spaper criticism of his 
re m a rk s— which he felt was inspired by Re­ 
publicans-—and about the deluge of irate tele­ 
gram s flooding the W hite House. 
It w'as only after Boyle, M cG rath, and Biffle 
argued for some tim e that he finally dictated 
the letter of apology to Gen. Clifton B. Cates, 
M arine Corps com m andant. 
Boyle bluntly told T rum an that his criticism 
of 
the 
M arines, 
how ever 
w ell-intentioned, 
m ight defeat a num ber of D em ocrats in N ovem ­ 
ber. The President w as also advised that the 
M arine Corps League, then convened in W ash­ 
ington, was prepared to adopt a blistering reso­ 
lution of condem nation. In fact, delegates w ere 
clam oring to adopt this resolution even w hen 
C om m andant Clay Nixon assured 
them that 
T rum an w ould retract and were only quieted 
dow n after a stirring appeal by ex-C ongress- 
m an Mel M aas of M innesota, a form er M arine 
colonel. 
“This is not a question of the s urvha l of the 
M arine Corps,” M aas told the delegates. “ We 
are fighting another w ar, and it is a question 
of w hether civilization will be destroyed right 
in front of our eyes. W e’ve got to put loyalty 
to the U nited States above personal squabbles. 
L et’s concentrate on preserving both the U nited 
States and the U nited States M arine Corps,” 
More T rum an Letters 
M em bers of the W hite House staff are hold­ 
ing their breath for fear some of the other tart, 
im petuous letters T rum an has w ritten will now 
leak o ut For. during the past five years H.S.T. 
has been w riting pungent paragraphs to various 
Senators on all sorts of subjects. 
F ortunately, most \re re w ritten to old friends 
w ho have kept tiie letters as souvenirs. The 
M arine Corps letter, being w ritten to a R epub­ 
lican, was prom ptly used by him. But the W hite 
House staff has been in m ortal terro r tha t some 
of the other unprintable letters will now see the 
light of day. 
A lot of people have asked w hy the President 
w rites these letters. Aside from the well-knowm 
fact tha t he is hot-tem pered, one reason is that 
as a Senator, Mr. T rum an got into the habit 
of answ'ering his mail. He believed that every 
constituent had a right to get a personal reply 
from him , and he has kept this up as far as 
m em bers of Congress are concerned since he 
entered the W hite House. No official censor 
reads his m ail after it is dictated. 
M em bers of the official fam ily have tried this 
but it didn’t pay. F or the P resident resents 
opposition — as the late Bob H annegan, who 
ended up in the doghouse, found out. 
B yrnes-B aruch Feud 
W hile the President doesn’t go off on these 
tangents often, w hen he does, they are beauts. 
F urtherm ore, 
he 
doesn’t 
forget 
and 
forgive 
easily. A nd the results are usually m ore costly 
to him than to the other fellow. 
His feud w ith Jim m ie Byrnes, for instance, 
w hich could easily have been avoided, has cost 
the P resident the support of most of the state 
of South Carolina. 
Byrnes ran for governor 
largely to get even w ith his old chief in the 
W hite House, and it doesn’t pay for any presi­ 
dent to have a m an of Jim m ie B yrnes’ stature 
vigorously out to get him. 
The caustic letter which T rum an WTote to 
B ernard B aruch after B aruch refused to serve 
on a com m ittee to re-elect the P resident is 
understandable. B ut it has hurt the P resident 
far m ore than it has hurt B aruch; for the aged 
“adviser-to -presid en ts” not only carries nation-

Go vis Far Back Into Histo ry

All kinds of people have been telling America 
for m onths to get up on her haunches and holler 
back at Russia. W e’ve been doing more of it 
lately, but far from enough. 
Formosa is a good exam ple. Russia and Red 
China scream that w e’re ‘in va d in g ” Chinese 
territory by having our Seventh Fleet patrol 
the w aters between the island and the m ain­ 
land. 
We say w e’re not in\ ading. but we allow the 
most im portant favt in the whole situation to 
get buried under a lot of confusing blather. 
The fact is this: 
U nder international law Formosa doesn't be­ 
long to China at all 
either to the Com m unist 
governm ent or to Chiang Kai-shek. In 
1895, 
after the Sino-Japanese w ar, the island was 
ceded by a defeated China to Japan, w^hich 
held it continuously until the end of World 
W ar II. 
From the m om ent of ‘J a pa n ’ 
:>urrendcr, F or­ 
mosa becam e conquered enem y territory. Since 
it had been formally vielried by China in the 
1895 treaty, it did not autom atically revert « o 
the control of China a? would land gained d ur­ 
ing w ar by for* e of arms. 
The final status of conquered enem y soil i.s 
settled only in peace treaties or by genera! 
international agreem ent. Since t:;ri-:- is as yet 
no Japanese peace treaty and no step has been 
taken to have the Ihiited States handle the 
issue, Formosa legally still belongs to Japan. 
A nd Japan is a nation occupied by the vic­ 
torious Allies.
